The      city/county      will undertake the project described above with CDBG/HOME Grant funds from the 
Department of Local Affairs, under Title I of the Housing and Community Development Act of 1974 or 
Title II of the Cranston-Gonzalez National Affordable Housing Act .  The  city/county    is certifying to 
the state that the      city/county      and        (name of certifying officer), in his/her official capacity, consent 
to accept the jurisdiction of the Federal courts if an action is brought to enforce responsibilities in relation 
to environmental reviews, decision-making, and action; and that these responsibilities have been 
satisfied.  The legal effect of the certification is that upon its approval, the   city/county   may use the 
CDBG/HOME Grant funds, and the state will have satisfied its responsibilities under the National 
Environmental Policy Act of 1969 and other environmental responsibilities listed in 24 CFR Part 58.

Objections must be prepared and submitted in accordance with the required procedure (24 CFR Part 58), 
and may be addressed to Department of Local Affairs, CDBG/HOME Program Staff, 1313 Sherman St., 
Room 521, Denver, CO  80203, Objections to the release of funds on bases other than these stated 
above will not be considered by the state.  No objection received after 15 days from the date of request 
for funds listed above will be considered by the state.
